None. 

Many of the programs formu- 
lated tor Appalachia, are too 

ambitious with standards that 
cannot be met with our resour- 
ces. They are much like the 
man who vows that if he can- 
not drive a Cadallac he will 
never own any automobile — 
never stopping to realize that 
it would he better to drive a 
little compact, than to go 
through life walking Or, again, 
we could compare these “too 
ambitious standards” to the 
young man who will not marry 
unless he gets a 'rich girl", 
not realizing that some nice 
young lady in his own commun- 
ity would make him a good and 
taithful wife until death do us 
part’. 

We cannot all drive a Cadil- 
lac. marry rich or live in a 
mansion, but we all can live 
happy, useful and satisfying 
lives where we are with what 
we have. 

To Do or Not to Do • That* 
the Question. 

Most observant readers, will 
have noted that many of the 
programs operated for our ben- 
efit. are at cross purposes and 
nullify one another. Many ex- 
amples could be pointed out 
However, one will suffice to ill- 
ustrate. In practically every 
county seat town one will find 
a Government Office paying 
persons and encouraging them 
to take land out of production 
Just around the corner, or 
down the street, will toe the 
County Agent’a Office distrith 
uting literature, adviaing and 
encouraging farmers to increa- 
their production.

The modern medicine man 
wears many masks He may 
hide behind the cloak of impres 
sive-looking titles or quasi-med- 
ical degrees and diplomas Fre- 
quently he uses an electrically 
operated device for diagnosis 
and treatment These devices, 
which look authentic and usual- 
ly have names that sound sci- 
entific. may resemble legitimate 
medical apparatus such as X- 
ray or electrocardiograph ma- 
chines. 

A recently exposed example 
was called the ' Radioscope," a 
device which was supposed to 
measure the ‘ emanations" giv- 
en off by a specimen of dried 
blood from the patient. Investi- 
gation by the U. S Food and 
Drug Administration proved it 
to be a complete fraud that 
could not distinguish blood 
from colored water In one test, 
blood submitted from an ampu- 
tee produced the diagnosis of 
arthritis in the right foot and 
ankle which the man had lost 
several years before. Blood 
from a rooster resulted in the 
diagnosis of tooth decay and 
smus infection supposedly in a 
patient 

In January. 1963 the Food 
and Drug Administration seized 
100 "Hubbard-E-Meters." along 
with three tons of promotional 
literature which claimed that 
the devices were effective for 
the diagnosis prevention, treat- 
ment. detection and elimination 
of the causes of all mental and 
nervous disorders, and named 
physical conditions such as ar- 
thritis, cancer, polio and even 
radiation burns from atomic 
bombs. 

A bulletin from this federal 
agency urges: ‘The public 

should be warned that there are 
no cure-all machines that are 
capable of diagnosing or treat- 
ing different kinds of diseases 
simply by turning dials and ap- 
plying electrical contacts to the 
body Such devices are fakes'" 
It also states The most recent 
wave of mechanical quackery to 
hit the country has been a 
craze for vibrator devices in 
great variety, but all alike me- 
chanically — ah electric motor 
with an off-center driveshaft 
Vibrators in the form of mat- 
tresses. pillows, rollers, cush- 
- ions, and pads of various sizes 
and shapes were promoted for 
the treatment of arthritis and 
rheumatic pains, heart condi- 
tions. and certain other serious 
illnesses." 



they make claims that are just 
evasive enough to side-step pos- 
tal laws and avoid prosecution. 
Favorite products range from 
weight reducers to body deve- 
lopers, insomnia cures to stay- 
awake preparations, hair re- 
movers to hair producers, ‘‘na- 
tural" health products from 
sunflower seeds to bottled sea 
water. 

Door-to-door pseudoscientific 
salesmen carry their messages' 



into home throughout the na- 
tion. using confusin; mixtures 
of fact and fiction With one 
hand on doorbell and the other 
reaching for our pockets, they 
twist familiar facts and phrases 
into positive proof for their pro- 
ducts leading the list of pro- 
ducts promoted by this effec- 
tive and expensive technique 
are nutritional nostrums sold 
for everything from that tired 
feeling to the most serious dis- 
orders This form of quackery 
takes an estimated $500,000,000 
from 10,000,000 Americans each 
year 

In addition to the Food and 
Drug Administration, the Post 
Office Department, the Federal 
Trade Commission and other 
government agencies, many or 
ganizations including the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, the 
Better Business Bureau and pri- 
vate agencies such as the Ar- 
thritis and Rheumatism Foun- 
dation arc fighting quackery. 



Two great National Congresses 
on Medical yuackcry have been 
held in Washington because of 
the magnitude of the problem, 
and additional State Conferen- 
ces are being held. 

The American Medical Asso- 
ciation offers six guideposts to 
help spot a quack Beware If.. 

1 lie uses a special or ‘ se- 
cret'' formula or machine that 
he claims can cure diseases; 

2 He promises a quick or 
easy cure; 

3 He advertises, using "case 
histories" or testimonials to im- 
press people; 

4 He clamors constantly for 
medical investigation and reco- 
gnition;

England comes the 
announcement of a mouth-actu- 
ated electrical switch A patient 
can operate the switch merely 
by adjusting his breathing He 
may he totally paralyzed, and 
still answer a telephone, adjust 
a TV set. or type up to a hun- 
dren words a minute by brea- 
thing lightly in and out! The 
switch is called "Possum” (Pa- 
tient-Operated Selector Mech- 
anism).

Commission Notes 



Increase In Treatment 



Dr Margaret A. Limper. med- 
ical director of the Commission 
for Handicapped Children, has 
announced that the state agen- 
cy treated 1 0. 187 children last 
year This was an increase of 
1,253 children or 12 3 per cent 
over 1983 

Dr Limper noted that the 
number of hospital days increa- 
sed less than seven per cent, 
"indicating an increase in the 
amount of services provided on 
an out-patient 'basis and in con- 
valescent-care facilities.” 



The only new program begun 
in 1964 she said was a pilot 
program in reconstructive ear 
surgery in southeastern Kentuc- 
ky.

to get it through this big hill, at a cost of near 
$2,000,000. 1 know what the cost lias been on 
some of the Flood Control Dam, this water can 
be by passed at a much less cost than dams, 
it can be done much faster. We need immed- 
iate relief. This writer (Roscoe Davis) is in 
favor of the Dams because of their recreation 
values. We need to think of something quick 
that will stop the suffering of our people dur- 
ing such times. Anxiety and worry will never 
develop progress to anyone. 

Another suggestion I will offer once again, 
that if the excess foliage of trees were cut 
back from our streams it would allow the flow 
of water to move on out, I would suggest that 
this start in Letcher County near Whitesburg 
and extend to the vicinity of Chavies. Also on 
all feeder sreams this would help the flow of 
water to move on down the stream. Who is 
in better position to know these simple facts 
than the Army Corps of Engineers, why can’t 
they come up with something simple to help 
aur people. Yes to do It quick in this valley, 
not wait all these years since 1927. We are 
running out of tune. 

At this time I woud say that people such 
as Oil Companies, and other types of business 
should lend a hand in trying to get some type 
of control of our waters without further delay. 
I guess without a ‘doubt that the Oil Co.’s 
and their service stations takes a big loss at 
a time only as it has been today. Which has 
been what we call a small flood at this hour. 
I saw a Standard Service Station, also a Gulf 
Service Station here in the City limits of Haz- 
ard flooded out. If we are going to get flood 
control in this Valley, lets lay the cards on the 
table. Either tells one of two things. YES or 
NO. We have been pussy footing around too 
many years now. I for one have heard too 
many promises, if you the people that are in 
this flood zone would only say your little bit, 
I am confident that something would be start- 
ed at once. Your local advertising medium 
can’t carry your expressions always with the 
weight that you expect. I would say now is the 
time for some of you to ssart talking for your 
own interest.
